They are here deſcribed as ſheer p. 1 not . g 
a ſhepherd, ſcattered, and fainting for want of 
refreſhment ; 31 and yet, it is evident in this place, 
that it was not the want of bodily refreſhment, 
that moved his compaſſion—no—it was a want 
of a very, different kind—a want of knowledge, 
inſtruction, | and direction the knowledge of 
thoſe ſaving truths which he came to reveal—in- 
ſtruction in the ways of ſalvation, from which 
they had wandered—and direction, where to find 
that reſt for their fouls, which could be Sound 
only throu gh himſelf. 

Theſe were wants, of which they FIR 
were not cvnſcious ; ; and yet they were ſuch, as, 
in the eyes of our me rciful Redeemer, appeared 
more deplorable, than the want of their daily 
food, He ſaw them fainting under the burden 
of their fins, and in danger of periſhing in them, 
for want of that bread of life, which he alone 
could Sire; that pardon for their ſins, which he 
alone copld. | purchaſe for them. . 

The real Rate of the multitudes ſeems proba- 
bly to be this—a ſet of thoughtleſs, illiterate,

behaviour appearing humble, and teachable, and 
diſpoſed to hear 155 ee of the kingdom of 
Heaven. 

But here it may be asked How does it ap- 


pear, that their caſe was pitiable ? that they 


were either out of the way, and had not proper 


guides—or, that they wanted any knowledge, 


that was neceſſary to ſalvation.

As happineſs, or good, is the only end for 


which any powers, any rule, or directing light, 
can b be wanted, ,or, deſired by an intelligent being, 
the value of every rule muſt he rated;; both by 
the. reQtude of its direction, and the i importance 
of the end, for, which its direction is wanted. 
The man, who has a rule to direct him only to 
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2 lets good, 155 certainly not 65 valuable a wn. : 
as he who has a rule to direct him to a greater 

good. Conſequently — The' man, whoſe in- 

telle&s are too low to diſcover, or too pre- 
poſſeſſed with error to admit the guidance of 

a higher rule, cannot poſſibly, through the 

direction of this inferior rule, arrive at the ſame 

end, to which a higher rule could have and 

him. 

For Inſtance— There is a toylight of ithe= 
ſtanding g, which has only ſome faint, imperfect 
notices of right, and wrong; and theſe, per- 
haps, obſcured by paſſion, and prejudice.

laſting happineſs. can beſtow. I beg leave then 
to aſl.—Is there any difference of advantage be- 
tween theſe charactets? and, if there is, to what 
is it owing ?

Upon the whole en 4155 our Saviour taught 


the multitude a more perfect rule of action, 
than what they had before: If he placed before 


them their true happineſs, and moſt valuable 
end, in a more conſpicuous light; and gave 
them ſtronger reaſons, and motives to purſue it, 
it is abſurd to aſk—what advantage had they 
from it? They had the advantage of a more 


important end ſet before them, and the Guid- | 


ance of a more direct rule to attain it. 


In conſequence of this—They had the ad. 


vantage of new powers given ; a new ſphere of 


action opened, for the exerciſe, the improve- 


ment, and extent of their virtues: they had 


new joys ſpringing up in their ſouls, from ideas, 


before inconceivable by them, of the mercy, 


and goodneſs of God to mankind through Jeſus 
Chriſt. — The rule of action, whoſe end, as 
pointed out by the feeble light of nature, was 
in general, to paſs innocently, and -quietly 
throngh « a ſhort, precarious duration here, to an 
_ uncertain, 


r 
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uncertain, unaſſured hereafter—this rule, 1 ſay, 
was immediately directed to a higher end, the 
attainment of happineſs eternal in the Heavens, 
through the brighter light of the Goſpel. To 
doubt whether theſe were advantages, is, in 
other words, to doubt, whether the knowledge 
of our Creator s goodneſs is better than igno- 


rance; whether truth is a better rule than falſe- 


hood; whether light is a better guide than 
darkneſß; whether a ſure and certain hope of a 
bleſſed ina tal ity, through faith in Chriſt, be 
more conducive to happineſs, than fear, doubt, 
and perplexity.

A new field is now open to 
our labour. By the bleſſing of God on his Ma- 
jeſty's arms, it ſtretches itſelf to the utmoſt parts 
of the globe. Our armies have gone before us; 
they have made the moſt diſtant countries ac- 
ceſſible to our miſſionaries, and brought multi- 
tudes innumerable within the reach of our in- 
ſtruction. But where, in this wilderneſs, can 
be found bread Jon Heaven ſufficient to atisfy 
their 
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their wants? Their wild, untutor'd minds re- 
main in the ſame ſavage ſtate of ignorance, in 
which they were found. Their ſuperſtition, 
their prejudices, their brutal habits and inclina- 
tions remain ſtill unconquered. Our ſword car- 
ned no inſtruction with it: It made them own, : 
and obey a ſuperior on earth; but it could not 
force their intellects; it could not open their hearts 
to receive, and obey a higher Maſter in Heaven, 
the one true God, and Jeſus Chriſt whom he has ſent. 
This victory over their hearts can be gained 
only by the force of truth, by the word of God. 
But truth has no force, where it is not perceiv- 
ed; nor the word of God, where it is not pub- 
liſhed. Teachers therefore muſt be ſent to ex- 
plain, and enforce it; and theſe in ſome pro- 
portion to the numbers that want it: New 
| ſchools of virtue muſt be founded new ſemi- 
naries of religion planted—new Churches for 
divine worſhip erected All theſe cares, for the 
further propagation of the Goſpel, come now 
under the attention of this Society ; beſides what 
cometh upon them daily, the care of all. the 


churches already planted, and the preſervation 

of our holy faith, already taught, and eſtabliſhed. 
But what Society of men is, of itſelf, ſufficient ' 

for this ? The plenteouſneſs of the harveſt, ex- 
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ceeds the powers of our labbutzo gathes it. 


Me muſt pray the Lord of the harveſt, that be 


will ſend forth Iabourers—The ſame good Provi- 
dence, which, beyond alt human expectation, 
has opened this extent of country to our victo- 
rious forces, can equaly open it for the entrance 
of his word, and may, for that very reaſon, 


have already opened it to our arms, in order to. 


make a way for his. truth to follow them. The 
Sowers, therefore, muſt go forth to ſow the ſeed, 
and however ſmall its ſucceſs may at firſt appear, 
we have no reaſon to deſpair of its future 
growth. We know to what our Saviour has. 
likened the kingdom of Heaven; and we have 
ſeen it verified in the ſucceſs of our paſt la- 
bours. The kingdom of Heaven is like unto 4 


grain of muſtard-ſeed; which a man took, and 
 fewed in his field : which indeed is the leaſt of all 


ſeeds ; but, when it is grown, it is the greateſt 
among herbs, and becometh a tree; ſo that the- 
birds of the air come, and lodge in the branches 
thereof. 

The end, and deſign of this Society, is, not 
enly to maintain, and preſerve in its purity, the 
religion of Chriſt, as already preached: in thoſe 
4 but, at the ſame time, to extend the be-

was afraid he ſhould not be able to viſit any of 
the:Northern Harbours, as the Summers in thoſs 
Parts are very ſhort ; however, promiſes to viſit 
them all as often as he can, conſiſtent with his 
more immediate Duty at St. Johns, and to fol- 
low all ſuch Directions as the Society ſhall give 
him. He writes, That the new Church at St. 
Jobn's was almoſt finiſhed ; which would render 
their aſſembling for Divine Worſhip more com- 
modious than heretofore. In another Letter, 
dated Nov. 4, 1761, he writes, That he viſited 
in Aaguft laſt, Bay Bulls and Whitlaſs Bay, where 
he ſtaid ten Days : That in the Harbour of Bay 
Bulls are 37 Families of 1riſh Papiſts, and 8 of 
Proteſtants; in all about 230 Souls. He bap- 
_ tized 4 of the Proteſtants Children ; but could 
not perſuade the Papiſts to have theirs baptized 
by him. In Mbitlaſ Bay are 11 poor Families, 
olmaſt, all 1:/þ Roman Catholics, as they are in 
the reſt of the Harbours and Bays of this Iſland, 
where the few Proteſtants there are, are in Danger 
even of their Lives; ſo that, were they not 
ſomewhat reſtrained by the Fear of the Civil 
Power, there would be no tolerable living in the 
HMand. He purpoſes, God willing, next Sum- 
mer to viſit Harbour Grace, and ſome Places 30 
or 40 Miles Northward.

Nova Scotia. 


In Conſequence of ſeveral Letters laid before 
the Society by John Pownal, Eſq; Secretary to 
the Board of Trade; ſetting forth the Neceſſity 
of eſtabliſhing a new Miſſion in Nova Scotia, 
amongſt the German Settlers at Lunenburg and 
the Parts adjacent, who underſtand Engliſb very 
well, and are deſirous of uniting themſelves and 
their Children (of whom the latter now ſcarce 
ſpeak any other Language but Engh/h) into one 
Congregation, under the Church of England Go- 
vernment ; the Society have appointed the Rev. 
Mr. Joſeph Bennet, Itinerant Miſſionary there, 
who-1s directed to officiate chiefly at Lunenburg, 
but occaſionally alſo, as need ſhall require, in the 
ſeveral other Townſhips, which are, or ſhall be, 
erected in the Province, as the Governor ſhall 
direct, till the Bounds of his Miſſion are more 
fully ſettled. Mr. Bennet is in the 34th Year of 
his Age, and is recommended to the Society as 
a Man of good Temper, Prudence, and — 
5 an 
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and of a ſober and pious Converſation, zealous 
for the Chriſtian Religion, throughly well affect- 
ed to the preſent Government, and one who has 
always conformed to the Doctrine and Diſcipline 
of the Chu rch of England.

The Rev. Mr. Fayerweather, the Society's MI. 
fionary at Narraganſet, by his Letter dated Dec. 1, 
1760, which was laid before the Board April 17, 
1761, acquaints the Society, That after officiating 
a few Sundays in the Pariſh Church of St. Paul in 
his new Miſſion, he had the Misfortune of ſprain- 
ing his right Ancle, which till that Time had 
confined him in great Pain ; but promiſes, upon 
his Recovery, to be diligent i in the Society's Ser- 
vice, and obey their Injunctions, and to exert 
himſelf, to the utmoſt of his Srength and Capa- 
city, to the Honour of God, and the Propagation 
of the Gofpel of our Great Redeemer. By an- 
other Letter dated March 20, 1761, we learn, 
That he is ſo far reſtored as to go out again, and 
promiſes to do his utmoſt to redeem the loſt 
Time. He complains, That Quakers, Baptiſts, 
Fanaticks, Ranters, Deifts, and Infidels, ſwarm 
in that Part of the World: But in another Let- 
ter, dated Aug. 1, 1761, writes, That his own 
Flock, to his unſpeakable Comfort, increaſe in 
Number, and, as he judges by the Fruits, grow 
in the Graces and Virtues of the Chriſtian Life. 
He adds, That many good Books are wanted in.

Deiſm, Infidelity, and Quakeriſm, which, if ſent 
to his Care and Diſpoſal, he promiſes ſhall be di- 
ſtributed in a Manner beneficial to his own 
People, and to thoſe who diſſent from our Eſtab- 
lIiſhment. Which Requeſt the Society have com- 
_ plied with; and beſides Bibles, Common-Prayer 
Books, and many pious ſmall Tracts, have ſent 
12 Copies of Weſt on the Reſurrection, and Lyttle- 
ton on the Converſion of St. Paul; and 12 of 

Leſlie's ſhort and eaſy Method with the Deiſis. 
The Rev. Mr. Baſs, the Society's Miſſionary 
at Newbury, writes, in his Letters of Sept. 29, 
1760, and March 25, 1761, That his Congre- 
_ gation continues to increaſe, though very ſlowly ; 
that he has baptized at Newbury, within the 
_ Year, 12 Infants, and fix, together with a Ne- 
groWoman and her three Children, at Hopkinton ; 
to which Place he made a Journey toward the 
End of the Year 1760, and preached to a con- 
{iderable Congregation, who ſeemed to be earn- 
eſtly deſirous of a Miſſionary, He alſo preached, 
two or three Months before the Date of his laſt 
Letter, at Amſbury, five or fix Miles from New- 
_ bury, over the River Merrimack, to a conſiderable 
Number of People in a private Houſe : But they 
are preparing to build a Church, and are in 
Hopes of the Society's Favours in due Time, 
upon Compliance with the Terms required. In 
another Letter, dated Sept. 29, 1761, he com- 
plains, That the Diſſenters, upon his refuſing to 
give them Leave to hold their Religious Meet- 
ings in his Church, till they could build a Meet- 
”  ing-houſe, 
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other occaſional Duties of his Pariſh. _ 
Ihe Rev. Mr. Bours, the Society's Miſſionary 
at Marblehead, in a Letter dated Aug. 2, 1701, 
acquaints them, That the greateſt Unanimity 
reigns amongſt the ſeveral Denominations in that 
Place: That he has conſtantly a full Audience, 
who are in general devout in their Worſhip, and 
_ exemplary in their Lives. From June 24, 1760, 
to Tune 24, 1761, he has baptized 59 Infants.

Cur- 
rency, has alſo given a like Sum for the En- 
couragement of Religion among the poor People 
of North Cafile ; a like Benefaction to the Church 
of Fluſhing in Long Iſland; and (as we learn from 
another Letter of Mr. Dibblee's, dated Sept. 29, 
1761,) has judged the Church of Stamford wor- 
thy of his Charity, and made them alſo a free 
Donation of 600 JI.

The Heads 
of Families in Stamford, Greenwich, and the Pa-

fionary at Providence, in a Letter dated May 5, 
1761, writes, That bis conſtant Communicants 
are almoſt doubled ; and his ſtated Hearers more- 
than proportionahly increaſed with Perſons who.

particular Charge, he never leaves it, except 
when he viſits his Relations, Spring and Fall, at 
New London.

from Providence) and given them conſtant At- 
tendance, Preaching, Adminiſtring the Lord's. 
Supper, taking into the Church both Infants and. 
Adults, catechiſing their Children, viſiting their 
Sick, and burying their Dead. For this extra- 
ordinary Attendance on the Church of Warwick, 
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the Society have ordered Mir. John Graves a 
Gratuity. | 
The Rev. Mr. Beach, the Society's Miſſionary 
at Newtown, in a Letter dated Oc. 14, 1760, 
rejoices to think, That the War being now 12 
ily concluded in that Country, there will, in a 
a Time, be the beſt Opportunity of propa- 
gating the Goſpel among the heathen Natives of 
that Part of the World, that was ever offered ; 
as the French Prieſts will no longer be able to; 
raiſe Jealouſies amongſt them, and the Engliſh 
will foon build new Towns near the Indian Set- 
tlements, where Miſſionaries may reſide, and en- 
joy all the Advantages which can be wiſned for 
to effect their Converſion.

He found in, the 
County of Lincaln, which contains 1 500 Fami- 


lies ſcattered over a Country 100 Miles in Length 
and 60 in Breadth, no Teachers of any Deno- 


mination, except a Number of illiterate Ex- 


horters, who ramble about the Country, and do 
all they can to ſeduce the People from Order and 
Decency. The People in thoſe Parts, he ſays, 


are a Mixture of ſeveral Nations, Languages, 


and Religions; that however, they are pretty 
conſtant 1 in attending, publick Worſhip, and, as 
ſoon as the Calamities of War are over, it ſeems 


probable. that Induſtry, will increaſe, and the 


People become more ſober and virtuous.. In his: 


Letter dated 1 25 1761, he writes, That 1 
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finds the People more generally diſpoſed to at- 
tend Divine Service, and their Demand for his 
Labours continually increaſing; but the Country 
is ſo extenſive, and the Difficulties in Travelling 
ſo great, that it is impoſſible for one Miſſionary 
to give proper Attendance. In George Town, 
where he has frequently preached and admini- 
ſtred the Sacrament, the Diſſenters, he thinks, 
incline ſo much to our Church, that, had they 
a Miſſionary reſident, they would probably come 
over to it. Fort Richmond is continually increa- 
ſing, and the Inhabitants ſo well diſpoſed, that 
they have ſubſcribed to the Building of a Church, 
and have hitherto complied with their Engage- 
ments to the Society. He obſerves, That George 
Town, Brunſwick, Harpwell, Frankfort or Pownal 
Borough, and Richmond, all claim an equal Share 
in his Services, which obliges him frequently to 
preach among them at other Times beſides Sun- 
days. His Communicants at George Town are 17, 
at Frankfort 20. He has baptized within the 
Year 48 Infants, and 1 Adult. At Mr. Bailey's 
Requeſt, a Number of Common-Prayer Books 
Catechiſms, and pious ſmall Tracts, have been 
ſent to him for the Uſe of the Poor in his Miſ- 
ſion. - 
The Rev. Mr. Peters, the Society's Miſſionary 
at Hebron, in his Letter dated April 13, 1761,

T he Rev. Mr. Seabury, ſen. the Society's Miſ- 
ſionary at Hemſtead in Long 1ſland, in his Letter 
of Oct. 21,1761,writes, That he has had the good 
Succeſs to bring ſeveral Adults to Baptiſm, who, 
he hopes, will adorn their Profeſſion. He ob- 
ſerves, That our Church is well filled both at 
Hemſtead and Oyfter-Bay, though the former is 
ſupplied with an independent Preacher, and in 
the latter Anabaptiſt and ſeparate Baptiſt Meet- 
ings are conſtantly held. The Church at Hunt- 
ingdon, where he can attend but ſeldom, is well 

filled, and the zealous Members always lament 
their Want of a Miniſter. By his Notitia Pa- 
rochialis it appears, That the Number of Inha- 
bitants at Hemſtead is 5940 ;. of Adults baptized. 
laſt Year 21, one of them a Negro; of Children 
109, three of which were Negroes ; of Com- 
municants 72 ; of Profeſſors of the Church of 
England 7 50. 

Mr. Timothy Wetmore, the Society's School- 
maſter at Rye, in a Letter dated May 6, 1761,. 
complains, That ſince the Death of his Father 
they had not been favoured with a Sermon, or- 
had either of the Sacraments adminiſtred in the 
Pariſh by a Miniſter of the Church of England,

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he acquaints the Society, That ſince his laſt Ac- 
count he has had an Addition of young Cate- 
chumens from the Negro School. This School, 
he ſays, was begun at the Expence of the Aſſo- 
ciates of Dr. Bray, and opened Sept. 22, 1760, 
and, in a little more than four Months, was com- 
pleatly full, and ſo continues. The Number is 
limited to 30, though double that Number have 
requeſted to be admitted, the Neceſſity and Uſe- 
fulneſs of ſuch a School being already ſeen by 
many pious Owners of young Slaves. Mr. Auch- 
muty ſays, He frequently viſits the School, hears 
the Scholars read, fay their Prayers, &c. that 
they attend his Lectures on the Lord's Day, when 
he catechiſes them and the Adults together, and 


is very ſanguine in his Expectations from this 


little Flock, ſo early inſtructed in the great and 
important Doctrines of our Holy Religion, and 
taught their Duty to God and Man. Since his 


laſt he has baptized 39 Negro Children, and 4 


Adults, and has ſeveral others preparing for Bap- 
tiſm, and 2 Men for the Holy Communion.

That at preſent a general Harmony and good 
| Underſtanding 
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Underſtanding ſubſiſts between the Church and 
the Diſſenters in New Jerſey; that the Diſputes 
between them having for ſome Time ſubſided, 


Candour, Moderation and Charity ſeem to have 


been ſtudied, or at leaſt affected, on both Sides. 


The Diſſenters are become ſo charitable as to 


think there is no material Difference between 
them and us; and ſuch is the Moderation of 


tome Church- men, as to return the Compliment 
in their Opinion of the Diſſenters.

Mr. Durand, the Society's Miſſionary at St. John's, 
likewiſe acquaints the Society, in his Letter da- 
ted Jan. 1, 1761, That he had made a Viſit 
Northward for the Recovery of his Health, ac- 
companied by Mr. Garden. Mr. Durand reports, 
That they had the Pleaſure to find the Church 
_ flouriſhing in the ſeveral Places they viſited, and 
to learn, that the Miſſionaries behaved well in 
their Stations. His People received him gladly 
on his Return to them, and it gave him much 
Pleaſure to ſee in the Church-yard, Materials

But by a Letter from the 
Rev. Mr. Carter, Aug. 18, 1761, we learn, That 
Mr. Duncanſon ſet Sail from the Bahamas to 
Georgia at that Time, where, we hear, he is 
fince arrived: But what Reception he has met 
with from the Governor of Georgia, the Society 
have not yet had certain Intelligence. af 


Bahama Illands. | 


The Society have received a Letter from bib 
Excellency Mr. Shirley, Governor of the Bahamas, 
dated New Providence, Jan. 15, 1761, in which 
he writes, That the whole Bahama Iflands form 
but one Pariſh, which conſiſts of New Provi- 
dence, Eleuthera diſtant from it 30 Leagues, and 
Harbour I/land diſtant from it 25 Leagues, and 
the two laſt diſtant from each other about 20 
Leagues, and the Navigation between them all 
dangerous. In New Providence are 300 Fami- 
lies, having one Church in the 'Town of Naſſau, 
at eight Miles Diſtance from the Eaſtern Inha- 
bitants of 'the Iſland, who can ſeldom” attend 
Divine Service there. Therefore the Miſſionary 
officiates to them once a Month at a private 
Houſe. But the other Duties of the Miniſtry 
: cCccur 
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occur ſo frequently in New Providence, that no 
done Man can diſcharge them in fo regular a 
Manner as is to be wiſhed. Eleuthera contains 
70 Families, ſo diſperſed along the Coaſt, that 
they cannot all be viſited without great Diffi- 
culty. Harbour and contains near 60 Families, 
who reſide all upon one Spot. While the Miſ- 
ſionary makes a Viſit to each of the two laſt 
Iſlands of 18 or 20 Days twice in the Year, as 
well as the Time taken up in his Voyages thither 
and back again, the Cure of New Providence 1s 
unſupplied, and the People thereby contract an 
Indifference to Religion by his Abſence, the ill 
Effect of which in Nee Providence, it is to be fear- 
ed, is much greater than the good Effect ariſing 
from his ſhort Reſidence in the other Iflands, 
which muſt be reckoned among the dark Cor- 
ners of the Earth, fo long as there ſhall be but 
one Miniſter reſident in the Bahama Iſlands, even 
ſuppoſing him to be never abſent, and abways 
in good Health. This the Governor thought it 
incumbent on him to repreſent to the Society, 
and to recommend the State of Religion in his 
Government, as an Object worthy of their Re- 
gard. He thinks a Catechiſt (who might like- 
wiſe do the Duty of a Schoolmaſter) if fixed at 
Harbour Iſland, might be ſufficient for their In- 
ſtruction, provided a Miſſionary reſided at Eleu- 
thera, who might occaſionally viſit Harbour 
and, being convinced that the Miſſionary, who 
has the Cure of New Providence, cannot con- 
ſiſtently viſit either of thoſe Iſlands. Concern-

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ing Mr. Carter the Governor writes,” That the 
News of his being directed to leave New Pro- 
vidence gave him ſo great Concern, that he could 
not avoid expoſtulating with him, and Jetong. 
him know he could not conſent to his leayn 
the Colony, at leaſt not before the actual At. 
rival of a new Miſſionary. He excuſes bimſelf 
to the Society for interpoſing ſo far; as he finds 
Mr. Carter endowed with all che neceſſary Ta- 
lents for performing the Duty of the Cure of 
that Iſland with Succeſs. He takes the further 
Liberty of requeſting the Society, that he may 
be continued a Miſſionary among them, what- 
ever they may determine concerning another 
Miſſionary at Eleuthera, and a.
